clicntial ingredient of a great and gene- 
rous charaéter.”’ Voltaire hos dreffed 
out this opinion in the moft alluring co- 
curs, both in his profe and his poetry ; 
and Buffon has even extended it to the 
brute creation, and made it a fundamen- 
tai principle in natural hiftory. Since, 
however, it appears-tome not lefs_falfe 
tin itis danverous, I fhall endeavour to

In truth, no civilized peopte ever lefs 
entered into the refinements of the amo- 
rous patlion than the Romans; and it 
docs not appear that an idea of the con- 
neéticn between the propenfity to fexual 
indulgences, and aditpofition to perform 
great aétions, ever entcred into their 
heads. On the contrary, fucha notion 
would have oppofed the whole ftream of 
their primitive manners and fentiments. 
Continence, felf-command, and contempt 
of pleafure, were the characteriftics of 
all their diftinguifhed perfonages; and 
they had almoit conquered the world, 
before they thought of enjoying 1t. 

To confider the fubjeét in 2 general 
point of view, we may, firit, obterve, that 
as the original appetites and paifions of 
man all refule from his organization, 2 
certain degree of firength and vigour in 
them is effential to the perfeétion of the 
human fyftem. If, therefore, it were 
afferted, that the individual who fecbly, 
or not at all, feels the common impulles 
of his nature, betrays an imperfection in 
his bodily frame, whence unfavourable 
conclufions may be drawn as to his men- 
tal faculties—the pofition would havea 
fair analogy for its fupport, and might 
probably be confirmed by attual obferva- 
tion. But fuch inftances being exceptions 
to the common law of the {pecies, in- 
ftances of the oppofite kind can be coni- 
dered as nothing extraordinary ; and it 
is ablurd to look forthe caule of any 
thing whereby one man is diftinguifhed 
from another, infumewhat which belongs 
tothe general definition of man. “An 
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ordinary fufceptibility, therefore, of the 
impreffions of fenfe, and an ordinary de- 
fire of natural gratifications, can be no 
marks of fuperiority of charaéter. Will 
the theorift, then, maintain that ¢#ira- 
ordinary fenfibilities in thefe re{pects are 
roofs of excellence ? Will he look fir 
the feeds of greatnefs in the voracious 
appetite ofa Vitellius, or th: infatiable luft 
of a Caligula ? or, turning his view upon 
inferior animals, will he infer generofity 
and noblenefs of nature from the inchi- 
nations of the afs, the goat, the monkey, 
and the hog? A founder philofophy 
would lead us to conclude, that there 
being always a certain relation between 
the power of being excited and aétual 
excitement—the former fuffering exhaut- 
tion in proportion to the repetition of the 
latter—the more thé fufceptibilities of 
our nature are wafted upon common pro- 
penfitics, the lefs alive will they be to 
the rarer and more exalted. Thus, the 
indulgence of appetite will weaken paf- 
fion ; that of the meaner paffions will 
ftifle the nobler; fondnefs tor the plea- 
fures of fenfe will damp the ardour for 
picafures of the underftanding. And 
experience, on the whole, feems to ccn- 
firm this theoretical deduétion. For 
though there are fome ardent natures 
which carry every thing to its extreme, 
and teem formed for whatever is exqui- 
fie, both in fenfe and intelleét, yet the 
quick viciflitudes to which they are liable 
in their purfuits, muft ever prevent their 
attaining that high degree of perfection, 
which can only be the refult of fteadi- 
ne{fs and felf-controul. An Alcibiades or 
a Villiers may obtain diftin@tion by being 
“every thing by turns, and nothing 
long ;"” they may dazzle by the variety 
of their powers, and excite vulgar ad- 
miration by the apparently incongruous 
mixture of levity with ferioufnefs, dif- 
fipation with indufiry—but they can 
never rife to the character of true ereat- 
nefs, more than of folid virtue. If Cexfar 
be confidered as one of the firt of men, 
it isnot for his debauched youth. but 
for his toberand cdate manhood. Cata- 
line, who continued .te be at ence, all 
that Calar was at different periods, rofe 
only to be the head of a delperate 
banditti. Scipio is as famed for his con- 
tincnce as his valour. The Spartans 
conqu red themfelves, before they came 
to be the conquerors of nations : 
the eegant Athenians became the 
pies of philofophers, before they 
advanced to higho'Tces in the tates and 
when Themittocles could not flecp for 
the trophics of Milt des . a t oa 
phics of Niiluades, we may be af- 
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fured that his head did not run po, 
feafts or love adventures. But it is saa. 
lets to multiply ancient authorities ona 
point, concerning which all antiquity 
{peaks but one language. The fable of 
the choice of Hercules may ftand for the 
univerfal doctrine of thofe ages—that the 
love of pleafure and the {pirit of perform. 
ing great actions, are in direét oppefition 
to each other. 

Were the principles of modern times 
really thofe of the religion profeffed in 
them, the queftion, as far as relates to 
them, would be inftantly decided; fora 
genuine Chriftian hero cannot be a volup- 
tuzry. But fince, in faét, men have 
known as well how to conciliate licenti- 
oufnefs in conduét with rigidity in, prin. 
ciple under the fyftems of Chriftianity, 
as under thofe of Heathenifm, there is 
ample room for the fame enquiry re pec- 
ting diftinguifhed modern characters, as 
the ancient have afforded; and I doubt 
not that the fame refult would be the 
confequence. Afterall that Voltaire has 
done to throwa fplendour round his am- 
able hero of the Henriade, tober hiftory will 
tell us that he was of a great man, decau/e 
he was the flave of appetite and paffion— 
that had he not poffeffed, in Sully, a mi- 
nifter whofe talents were equalled by his 
morals, he would probably never have 
rifen even to the rank of a great king— 
and that his fcandalous indulgencies with 
the fex, at an advanced period of life, 
were proofs of an incurable weakneis of 
charaéter, and involved him in perpe- 
tual difficultics and difgraces. Who was 
the only king of the Englifh line truly 
deferving the epithet of great? The 
temperate, virtuous, and indefatigable 
Alfred. What made the two Swedes, 
Guftavus Adolphus and Charles XII, 
the one the greatcft hero, the other the 
hardieft warrior of his age, but their 
rigid fobriety and felf-command ? When 
was the power of the Spanifh monarcay 
wielded with fo much vigour and regard 
to the public welfare, as by the auttere 
Ximenes? Were not the minifters ¢ 
Elizabeth as much diftinguifhed by Te- 
gularity and decorum as by capacity * 
Were not chaftity and temperance qué 
lities in high efteem in theage of chivalry’ 
the principles of which, fantaftic as they 
were, in fome refpeéts, undoubtedly tended 
to the clevation of the human character ; 
Dis not even the feverity of religious felf- 
denial mingle with habitual gontempt © 
pleafure in thofe numerous chara® ers © 
vigour and ability which the civil trou 
bles confequent to the reformation, ¢%* 
hibited in fo many countries? Lo of” 
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clude—the late king of Pruffia, to whom 
all cotemporary monarchs were pigmies, 
though fufficiently Epicurean by princi- 
pie, did he not in practice exercife ab- 
folute dominion over all voluptuous pro- 
penfities, and was he not xvtor:oufly indif- 
terent to feminine allurements ? 

| know it would be potfible enough to 
sdduce anumber of examples of an oppo- 
fite kind—for max 1s man—the love of 
pleaiure is a part of his nature, and extTa- 
ordinary efforts are requifite to bring it 
under fubjeétion. Bur itis fufficient for 
my purpoie to have fhown, that there 
is no neceflary connection between trong 
propenfities to fentual indulgence, and 
exalted moral or intellectual faculties ; 
and thataman may cafily be as great a 
dcbauchee as Cafar, without being fu- 
perior in underftanding to Heliogubalus ; 
whit, on the other hand, he may be 
{uber and continent, both by habit ard 
difpofition, with the enterprife of a 
Frederick, and the fublimity of a New- 
tun.

CHRONOLOGICAL REMARK on 
, GENESISs. 

FROM Diodorus Siculus (lib. i.) Plu. 
tarch (Life of Numa) and Pliny (lib, 
vii. c. 48) it feems, that the Egyptians 
originally dated by lunar years, by years 
of one month each. They afterwards 
dated like the Chaldeans, by the year of 
365 days(Newton’s Works, vol. v. p. 21) 
and from the era of Nabonaflar’, which 
began 747 A.C. Thatthey received this 
folar year fo foon as the Chaldieans, is 
unproved; but their country being, in 
fome degree, a dependent province upon 
Babylon, they probably derived it from 

the fame ediét at the fame time. 
Eichorn (Finleitungins alte teftament, 
vol. il. p. 264) has obferved, that the book 
of Genefis, in its prefent form, mutt have 
been put together from feveral docu- 
ments; and although he may not, per- 
haps, have completely and accurately 
difcriminated them (Geddey’s Pretace to 
the Holy Bible, p. 5) he has at leatt at- 
forded clues, which may aiffiit in the tee 
paration. The admifiion of this 1s el- 
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> Jemthid (according to the fhoit Hittoiy ot 
Perfia prefixed by Sir William Jones to his Lite 
of Nader Shah, p- 42) introduced the ule ut tie 
folar year among the Perfians, and ordered the 
firft dav of it, calle d Nuruz, to be folemnized 
by a {plendid fettival. Probably, the folar year 
of Jemthi¢é was no other than the year of 365 
days, the ufe of which Nabonaffar communi 
cated to the Chaldeans and Algyptiaas. When 
Jemthid inftituted this year, it began in the 
month of the lamb, while the fun is Aries.

they inhabited. But, in the account of 
the deluve, the year of twelve months, 
the more modern vear, has been made 
ule of for computation. 

Ought we not, then, to infer, that the 
document including this account, 1s the 
more modern of the two, having been 
compofed fubfequently to the time of 
Nabonaflar, and that the more ancient 
document was as certainly compofed 
prior to this epocha, having really pre- 
ceded the birth of Chrift by more than 
747 years ? 

If, with Cenforinus, we attribute to 
the Egyptians the temporary ufe of a 
four-month year, intervening between the 
re'eétion of the lunar, and the adoption of 
the folar year, the older document will 
thence acquire an antiquity yet more 
aucuft,

ALLOW me to fay a few words in 

anfwer to the oblervations made by 
your correfpondent B. in the Magazine 
for laft month, upon fome parts of what 
I had faid in the preceding Number, 
with refpeét to the Stiucture of the 
Welth language.

allegories and embiems, that were fimple 
in their origin, were become an accumu 
lation of inexplicable rabies. | 

Suppofing every thing advanced with 
refpect to the Ammonian language, to be 
nothing more than conjecture, it mult 
have been a happy one, @hat fo many 
ceincidences can be brought from the 
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oriental and other languages to fupport 
st. And when I bring im the Welth, 
T am nearly induced to exclaim, that Mr. 
Brvant muft have been {peaking of it 
onder another name: for,. however fur- 
prifing it may feem, all thofe little 
words, which he cails particles, are fill 
found in the language of Wales, with 
fimilar meanings appropriated to them. 
We have fuch as thefe—Por, Der, Don, 
Div, Nix, Niv, Nér, Ion, Tor, Hu, Ona, 
Fi, Uz, Ur.

the particular grain in which the em- 
blem criginated, micht even be named;

in the lake of Lerna. ‘Lyn ‘Loerenau, 
means, In Welfh, a Mallow late where 
the grand peeps out in frrall iffets, being 
juft fuch a piace as is proper to grow 
RICE. 

Since the above explanation was fug- 
gefted to my mind, by the aid of the 
Wetth words which accompany it, I 
have confulted Gebelin, and you may 
fuppofe, fir, that I muft have ben 
agreeably furprifed to find that learned 
man giving the fame explanation of the 
fubject. :

With refpeét to the antiquity of the 
Welth language, as it is now fpoken, I 
quoted the Lazus of Howel, and Geoffrey 
of Monmouth’s Hiflory. 1 might have ad. 
duced many other proofs, fuch as Carad- 
og, of ‘Langarvan, the poets, &c.; but 
I brought the latter forward purpofely 
to excite the obfervation which your 
corref{pondent was pleafed to make; and 
which he has done without impugning 
the firft of my two authorities ; confe- 
quently, my proof of the ttability of the 
Welih ianguage is not invalidated. 

Geoffrey made no lefs than two tranf- 
lations of Tyfilio’s original hiitory ins 
Welfh, as he fays himfelf at the conclu. 
fion-of fome of the copies; and one he 
made from his own augmented Latin 
verfion “ in his old age.” We have 
now extant three different hiftories in 
Welth; ene I judge to be the original 
of Tyfilio, and the other two are ac. 
counted for by Geoffrey. There is a 
valuable MS containing the laws, chro- 
nicle of the Saxons, and Geoffrey’s laf 
verfion, all in Welfh, in the Britihh 
Mufeum (B75. Cott. Cleop. p. 136. Plut. 


xix. A.) There is in the Welth fchool, 


in London, alfs, a copy in Welth of the 
fame hittory, collated with five MSS. 
judged to be as old as the age of 
Geoitrey *. 

There are in the Welth fchool about 
fixty MSS. of Welth poctry, clofing 
with the fixteenth century ; yet this is 
but an inferior colleétion to feveral others 
in Wales. There has not vet been a 
hundredth part of the ancient poetry 
tranflated, in any form ; confequently, a 
ftranger to the language cannot, in the 
leaft, be a judge of its merits. 

The points, which B. has touched, 
upon with refpett to Welth affairs, are 
fo pregnant with matter, that a volume 
of proofs might be formed upon any one 
of them, in fupport.of my premiles 5 
therefore, all that is done here muft be 
confidered merely as notices of fome ot 
the principal heads which may be en- 
larged upon, occafionally, by your 1n- 
dulgence.

_LTHOUGH your correfpondent 
A Orens feems to have propofed his 
oueries relative to Halos for the con- 
{ideration of M. of Chichefter, alone, 
vet I hepe it will not be deemed impro 
ner for any other perfon who thinks 
what he has to oifer on the fubjeét worth 
attention, to communicate his remarks, 
in order that the public may judge of 
heir propriety. 
ri i “whether thefe appear- 
ances about the fun and moon are not 
occafioned by the refleétion of the earth’s 
circumference ?”” JI muft confefs, that I 
am not able to conceive how an hypo- 
thefis can be formed on this principle, 
which wil! fatisfaétorily account for the 
phenomena. Inftead of offering a mul- 
tiplicity of arguments, I fhall relate an 
example : 

On the rsth of laft March, at 9% 
P.M. I obferved a very curious halo. 
The evening was remarkably ferene, 
and the fky tree from clouds; excepr in 
the fouth-weft, where a cloud of a light 
colour (nearly white) and of fuch a na- 
ture that ftars of the fecond magnitude 
appeared through it, juft rcached up to 
the apparent place of the moon. Around 
the lower part of her difc, and at about 
the diftance of ten of her apparent dia- 
meters, there was refracted upon the 
cloud a luminous arch of a femicircular 
form, having greatly the appcarancé of 
an inverted rainbow, fetting afide the 
difference of fize. The colours, red, 
orange, and yellow, were tolerably well 
defined; the green was fomewhat con- 
fufed, and the other colours were {carce- 
ly diftinguifhable. This beautiful ap- 
pearance I obferved for about ten mi- 
nutes : at length the cloud fhifted its fi- 
tuation, and the halowas deftroyed. __ 

Is this to be accounted for in a fatif- 
factory manner, on the fuppofitien that 
the lizht cloud was the agent for re- 
fleéting the earth’s circumference, and 
thereby forming a bow under the Moon? 
Ithink not. Nor do I think it very 
probable, that any hypothefis will be 
ipeedily invented, which will ferve bet- 
ter to account for thefe phenomena, than 
one which may be derived from confi- 
dering the refrangibility of the rays of 
gat. and the ditpofi-ion of clouds and 
wapours fufpended in the air, to produce 
fetraction. 

The fecond query of Orviens, fo far as 
Koy connected with the firft, may, pers 
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haps, be fet afide: but to determine 
whether appearances of this kind gene. 
rally prognoflicate rain, may require 
more obfervations than have yet been 
made, or are likely to be made at pre- 
fent. When it isconfidered, that the 
air being more loaded with fome pecu- 
liar kind of vapour, may fo much change 
its power of refra¢ting as to produce 
halos, it will not feem improbable, that 
thefe appearances fhould precede fome 


_change of weather : but as meteurology is 


yet but in its infant ftate, we muit nor 
be too fanguine in fuppoling, that a gee 
neral rule for judging of the weather 
likely to follow any particular pheoome- 
non can be given, until obfervations for 
a feries of years have been made, and 
properly regiftered ; and cven then, the 
inferences which may be drawn from 
the journals mutt be received with 
caution, fince many adventitious circum- 
ftances may occur, which may render 
the obfervations of ycars of bat little 
utility in determining the point. 
Previous to concluding, 1 muft remark, 
that if any of your correfpondents fhou.d 
think my obfervations in any refpcér 
wrong, I hope they will have the goods 
nefs candidly to place my blundeys in 
view. 1am an advocate for free diicufs 
fion, and with to itand convicted of any 
error I may fallinto.

Number, with his opinion on the Quali- 
ties of Lime, as a manure ; inferring, that 
in confequence of a fuppoied feptic 
power, it becomes favourable to vegetae 
tion ; and this idea being queftioned by 
your correfpondent T. P. in your Eighth 
Number, who doubts the teptic quality, 
and attributes the advantage of lime, as a 
manure, to its caufticity ; induces me te 
trouble vou with my ideas on the tubject. 
If {err in my theory, 1 fhall be glad 
cither of thefe correfpondents, or others, 
will correct my hy pothefis ; in either 
cafe, the public will be informed, through 
the medium of your very ufeful Maga- 
zine. 5 

It appears by experiments, that fixed 
air is highly fa vourable to vegetation, 
therefore means which produce an ime 


creafed fupply to the land, mult be ad- 
vantageous. 
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vantagcous. In the proce!s of making 
quick lime, it becomes civefted of the 
hxed air which it contained when chalk, 
which, in its changed ftate (lime) becomes 
highly cauftic, and powerfully attractive 
ot fixed air. This pow er if exerts on the 
furrounding atmofphere, and takes from 
ita portion of its con{iituent principle 
(rixed air); the foil then being blended 
with this mew matter, ind plentituily fup- 
plicd with the prine:ple ot vegetable lite, 
becomes more prolife, being a¢ted upon 
by the fixed air (acquired by the lime) as 
a ftimulus, and not by any fepuc ,quality 
inherent in the lime or fixed air, the 
Litrer of which, particulariy, poffeffes a 
eontiderable antiicptic power, and will 
even check the putretaétion cf animal 
subftances 
It mav be objeéted, that ifthe lime 
attratts fixed air, why not expeét it to 
exert its power on the land on which it 
is daid, rather than aét on the atmofphere ? 
Jimay be antwered, it aéis on thar which 
retains it the dligbteit ; this the atr does. 
‘Thus by the ute of lime, asa manure, 
Jand ts improved by the application of an 
increated ftimulus (namely, fixed air) ; 
yet, undoubtedly, the continued and too 
frequent application of this will impove- 
Tith the land, by too much exhaufting its 
quality; thus, theugh tothe human frame 
_ air, Ina proper degree, is highly fa- 
utary, yet if it were potlible to form an 
atmoiphere wholly, or too pleutirully 
Jupplied with it, ill confequences would,

work like your's. The fubjcét I mean is 
Acriculture: a fubjeét with which men 
of letters and general {cience are feldom 
well acquainted 5; and I forefaw that you 
would be liable to the fpeculations of 
Viflonary minds, and to the crroneous, 
though well intended, remarks of the 
inexperienced. J am not afhamed to 
tell you, fir, that Iam grown grey in 
the practice of this old and ufeful art:

learned on them is diffiidence. Neverthe- 
lefs, in the common occurrences of farm- 
ing, IT have few difficulties left to en- 
counter; and although 1 have but little 
leifure for correfpondence, | cannot re- 
frain from offering you a few remarks, 
on this my molt favourite fubjeét. 

What has thus drawn me forth as your 
correfpondent, is a letter in your latt 
month's Number, figned J. S. on the 
fubjeét of “ fallowing land for a crop,” 
by which J judge the writcr means, keep- 
ing land in tillage all the fummer ; but 
he has not well expreffed himfelf.

In my latt, I promifed your lordfhip 
an account of the beft :nanner of what is 
called fowing them; and the fimplett and 
eaheft I have found beft, viz. taking 
the thorn of the plant, and fixing thereby 
the largeft femaics. by means of their 
covering, without injuring or wounding 
them, to the leaves of the plants, in the 
leat expofed fituaiions, and in number 
according to the luxuriance of the plants ; 
little attention, farther thin fences, and 
no pandalls are requifice ; and they have 
encreafed, even after the expofure to the 
late viclent ftorm of the 29th ult. of wind 
and rain. The dificulry I[ have, 1s to 
clear the plants entirely of them, that 
they have once multiplied on, which is 
abfolutely neceflary after every genera- 
tion, or at fartheft every fecond, to pre- 
ferve the plants, and give them time ta 
recruit. For this purpole, after picking 
off all the infeéts, L am obliged to have 
every part of the plants wathed with wet 
rags, tied to the end of fticks, and to ex- 
amine them eight or ten days afterwards, 
leaftany young infect may have etcaped; 
and in this way plantations ouce efta- 
blithed, may anfwer for a long time, 
(one third or fourth only having imtects

fenethen the pertod of our lives: but 
Evil, to deprive us of our tranquillity, 
laid open the:e iccrets, and hid trom us 
the true Knowledge where real tran- 
quillitv is to be found. Then did this 
molignant fpirit disigure the fhepherds 
with coarfe vile garments, and repre- 
fert their life of contentment as a lite of 
mean and defpicable labour ; and by 
e mavical deiufions were we taught 
to deipife the only treafure which the 
earth affords to render the mind happy : 
but when this fatcinationis removed, and 
we fee things clearly, how much more 
beautiful appear the various colours with 
which the fields are apparelled, end the 
t and the fun, and the horizor 
beautiful when he fets, than all the de- 
cenful trappings of Vanity ! Flow mucl 
more delightful to our ears is the fong of 
innocent birds, than the found of flat- 
tering tengues, that endeavour to entrap 
our reafon ! Is not the rock that hangs 
over the ftream, in whofe caverns the 
birds dwell, and under whofe fhade the 
fites iport, more to be admired than the 
fumptuous and iuperb edifice, that can- 
not fi. well refit the force uf the temper, 
or the fecret fap ef time > Where con 
lite more dcitghtfully or more trar- 
quilly than among the flecks and herds : 
How much more fecure is the enpoy- 
ment of thefe than the hopes of the 
court, and the decetrs of the city ! And 
have fo often fighed for that happy 

age of pold, it is tor this advantage. ¢X- 
ceeding all others, that men lived then “ke 
ie pherds, and followed their fi rcks, and 
cultivated the earth: and this truths 
Clearly proved; for the firft man ™ hom 
God cicated held this office, and ta 
tide which Ged gave him, was that | 
lor! of the anual world ; and Abel, the 
firiiunarty’, in whom the church begers 
i thie tenace 
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and Ifaac, and Jacob with his beloved 


Rachel, and Efau; Jofeph and his 
bres hren were fhepherds, as they confc fed 
to Pharaon. Mofes and Zipporah, Saul 
and David, kings of Ifrael, and Mefa, 
king of Moab, had executed this ho- 
neurable offices and king Cyrus had ex- 
ercifed it among the ancient Perfians. 
Romulus and Remus, the founders of 
Rome, with Fauftulus, who educated 
them, kept theep; and among thofe 
valiant Romans, the fame of whofe ex- 
ploits has echced over the world, we 
read of many whofe names difcover their 
origin, fuch as the Vituli, the Virtellii, 
the Porcii, the Capri, the Tauri, and 
the Bubulci. Many perfons have 1ifen 
tu the higheft dignitics, from the paftoral 
ftate: Giges, king of Lydia; Sophy, 
king of the Turks; Primiflaus, king of 
Boliemia; Tamerlane, emperor of the 
Scythians; Juftin, emperor cf the Ro- 
mans; Viriaius, captain of the Portu- 
guefe; and Sixtus the firft, the Roman 
pontiff: and, in truth, what is the life 
of a ihepherd, but the fimilitude of em- 
pire? but afvftem of government, with 
moderation and mildnefs ? For what can 
be more fimilar to the government of a 
kingdom than the management ofa flock ? 
To defend them from wild beatts, to 
fecure them from robbers, to guide them 
to good paftures, cooi fhades, and clear 
Waters; to threaten them with his 
Yoice, to chaftife with the crook thofe 
who ftray; toamufe them with the pipe 
and with the fong, to cure them with 
heros when they are fick ; tobe clothed 
with their wool, to feed upon their milk, 
and thus to pafs peaceably through life ? 
Among the vain deities whom the blind- 
ed Gentiles worfhipped, Apolio, Mer- 
cury, Daphne, and Pan, and Proteus, 
and Paris, and Polyphemus, were fhep- 
herds 5 and the true Ged whom we 
lerve, is trequently ftyled a fhepherd, in 
the hely Scriptures; fo ancient and fo 
onowiade is the paftaral life, which the 
avarice of nen has now made defpicable !

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or what prejudice can be greater than 
that which denies this truth? 

* What ttyle can be nore conformable 
to reafon, or leis vitiated, than the 
fimple ityle of the fhepherd? and theres 
fore is it that the ancient writers tiave de- 
livered their precepts in the paftoial lan- 
guage, as being moft pure end netural. 
Under this allegory, Solomon veiled the 
myfieries of our faith, in his Songs to 
his beloved ; inttruéting us, by his |. fry 
theme. and by a ftrain of poctry as fub- 
lime in itfelf, as iris humb.e in ics fimie 
litude ; which example alone would be 
{ufficieni, with the men of this age, to 
dignify paftorai productions. In this 
ftyle the Greeks and Rumans, and the 
Italians, the Spaniards, and our Poitue 
guefe, have written works, many in 
number, and rare in quality ; marvel.ous 
works, to enume.ate which would be 
another new undertaking! Thercfore, 
curious reader, I prefent to you the 
manners and language of fhepherds, as 
the true dottrine of wifdom. I do not 
give you gilded pilis of poifon, nor offer 
to you flowers that conceal a viper; in- 
ftead of thefe you have pearlsin the thell, 
and plain honefty infiead of polifhed 
falfehood.”’ 

So curioufly has this ingenious Portu- 
guefe defended paftoral poetry! But 
though we may agree with him that the 
life he detcribes is the moft natural aad 
moft honourable ftate of man, we thall be 
very far from acknowledging, that either 
his eclogues, or thofe of any other poet, 
fairly reprefent it. 

Garcilafo de la Vega, in the mok 
enormous of his eclogues, has introduced 
almoft aélion enough foradrama. Al- 
banio opens it, with 2 foliloquy of lamen- 
tations, and then he falls afleep. Salicio 
then enters, finging a trani{lation of He-

negoits,’ of which there ae 
above twenty verfions in the Spanifh lane 
guage. In the middie of it, he itops 
thort, on feeinga man fleepirg, cilates 
upon the excciience of fleep; andth ny 
recognizing Albanio, informs the reader, 
that he knows him, that he was once 
very happy, and is now very miferabl:, 
but that he had notyet Jearned the caute. 
Albanio now talks in his fleep,and Salicio 
interrupts and wakes him. He now re- 
quefts him to relate his hiftory, and Ale 
banio tells avery long ftoryet hs beng 
the intimare friend of a young female 
rclation, with whom he uled to hunt; 
how he one day told his love; the leit 
4V tury 
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him, and he is dying with defpair. After 
they are gone out, ‘Camilla enters, and 
lies down by a fountain to take her fifa 
—her evening’s nap. Albanio finds her, 
and feizes her, but releafes her on her 
folemn promife to remain end hear him, 
which the, as foon as releafed, breaks, 
and runs away, and Albanio runs mad. 
Salicio now enters, with Nemorotu: Ne- 
morofo tells a long ftory about a magi- 
cian, which is a panegyric upon the fa- 
mily of Alva; and the eclogue concludes 
with their refolution to get Albanio cured 
bv this magician. 

In this very ill-planned poem, Gar- 
cilafo has perpetuated his friendfhip for 
Boican, and perhaps no lines in the 
poem can be perufed with more pleafure 
than thefe, in which he bears teftimony 
to the virtues of his fricnd: 


« Then, hand in hand, 

A youth approach’d, with Phebus ; in his face 
The fkilful eve might read benevolence 

And wifdom ; he was perfected in ail 

The lore and various arts of courtety 

That humanize mankind : the graceful port, 

And the fair front of open maniincfs, 

Difcover'd Bofcan; and that fire i!l.min’d 

His generous face that animates his fong, 

With never-fading fplendour there to fhine. 

Garcilafo has, in his fecond eclogue, 
mtroduced a Moorith metre, which has 
been teldom imitated, and, indeed. which 
did not deferve to be imitated at all : it is 
making the middle of the fecond line 
rhyme to the end of the firft: the mid- 
die of the third to the end of the fecond, 
&e. Sir Philip Sidney, who was always 
trying experiments in verfification, and 
making innovations inftead of improve- 
ments, has left us fome fpecimens of this : 
Thy fafety fure is wrapped in defru ion, 
For that ¢ nfirs Rien thine own words do dear ;

Retir’d amongft our native Ai//s, 
And far from i./s of greatnets, 

We live, delighted with our -er,

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We wifdom feek and calm content, 
They both fregvent our dwelling ;

The joys of dings excelling, — 
In this the objection to the Moorit 
metre is removed, by the aliernation 5 
a regular rhyme. 

Both Bofcan and Garcilafo pofetea 
more learning than tafte, and more tafe 
than genius. Their poems, particularly 
thofe of the latter, are full of imitations 
from the ancients ; they feldom difgut 
the reader by bombaft, but they never 
elevate his mind by the fublime. There 
is more prettine{s in Bofcan, more tender. 
nefs in Garcilafo. The following little 
piece of Bofcan is not unhappy, and by 
the many tmitations of ir, it appears to 
have been a favourite conceit : 

TO A MIRROR. 

Since ftill my paflion-pleading ftrains 
Have fail’d her heait to move, 
Show, Mirror! to that lovely maid, 
The charms that make me love. 

Re ieét on her the thilling beam 
Of magic from her eyc, 

So, like Narciifus, fhe thall gaze, 
And, feli-cnamour’d, cic. 


The fonnets of Garcilafo are the moti 
intercfting of his works: there are fome 
as beautiful, but none fuperior, to the 
following : 

As when the mother, weak in tendernefs, 

Hears her fick child with prayer and tears 


implore 
Some feeming good, that makes his pain the 
lefs, 


Yet, with fthort eafe ! the future evil more; 
Even as her fondnefs yields to his vain will 

She hattes to gratify her fickly fon—

Savy the fits, and weeps what fhe has done, 
Thus have I pampcr’d my diftemper’d mine ;

Bofcan paraphrafed the Hero and 
Leander of Mufaus, of courfe he m- 
jured it; for to paraphrafe is to dilate, 
and to dilate, to weaken. He iurvivee 
his friend. Garcilafo (who was killed im 
battle) but a few years: they both died 
young; but their celebrity will always 
laft ; for though Spain may hereafter 
produce better pocis, the giory of _ 
forming the national poetry muft ft!

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SIR, 
BSERVING that you have begun to 
accommodate your readers with 
mufical critiques, on a new plan 5 and not 
doubting but the improved ity tle in which 
hey are executed, will ja + your mu- 
fieal readers, and excite their attention 
to any obler vations which you fhall think 
roper to offer to their perufal, on the 
icience of harn ony or its profeilors 5. I 
here tranfmit to you fome remarks on the 
life, genius, and charaéter, of the late 

Dr. “j\rne. 

Dr. Thomas Auguitine Arne was born 
May 23, 1719, sad was the fon of Mr. 
Thomas Arne, upholiterer, in King- 
ftrect, Covent- garden, the perfon fu- 
poled to be dep nicted by Nir. Additon, in 
his well-known character of the Politician, 
in No. 155 and 160 of the Tatler. Mr. 
Thomas Arne defigned his fon for the 
law, and put him, at an early period of 
life, to the ttudy of that profefiion ; but 
the volatile temper and elegant caft of 
genius, which foon began to develope 
themfelves in the young {tudent, were 
il fitted to the dry application necefiary 
to kyval proiciency and advancement; 
and lie quitted the feience f{cleéied for 
him by his father, and chofe one more 
congenial to his tafte and difpofition. 
His new courfe of ftudy commenced 
privately. He precured himfelt a violin, 
and, unaided by any tutor, made, in a 
fhort tune, fo confiderable a progrefs on 
that inftrument, that he was qualified to 
acquit him'elf in a band: and n othing 
cr uld exceed the furprize of his father, 
When, being one amongit the audience 
at a relpe étable concert, he difcovered 
his fon flourithing in the orcheitra as one 
hi the Princ ipal_ performers. Coke on 

d Cor reli i in the tather’s judgment < 
in the fon’s, and he was at firit much ir- 
ritated at a circumttance which feemed 
to counteraét the golden views he had 
enteriained for him; but the young mu- 
fici an Cevifed fuch fatisfacto ry arguments 
tor his conduét, that his father at icn 2th 
confented to his rclinguithing the itudy 
ot the law, and the harmony of the or- 
cheftra fuperceded the diflunance of the 

Courts, 

Pry Arne now placed himfelf under 
perio wiser of Mi. Fein, an excellent 

iimer on the violin, aud attended to 
his chofen profeifion with fuch atfiduous 
appl ication, that he foon rivalled the 
eduitcs of his mafter. The peculiar 





Littelto ndid not fo éafily yield to Tt: sng . 
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ftyle of his execution, which indicated 
his tranfcendent tatte and genius, re- 
commended him to the notice and tavour 
of karinelii, Senefino, Geminiani, and 
the other great Italian mu‘icians of that 
time ; and through their friendfhip he 
obtained the freedom of the King’s 
Theatre, where, by a conftant attend- 
ance, and acutencts of obfervation, 
he added to his own rich and prolitic 
conception, all the elegancies and beauties 
for which the mufic of ots. is diitin- 
gutfhed. The firft regular engagement 
into which our young mufica! genics ene 
tered as a pub lic performer, was that of 
leader of the band at the theatre roval 
Drury-lane. In this fituation he was 
dittinguithed for feveral years, and the 
excellence of his performance would 
have procured a long life to his name, 
even had he never exerted his rare tae 
lents asa compofer. 
At the ave of cighteen, Mr. Arne come 
poted the opera of Kofamond, which, 
though a charming production, had not 
its merited fuccels; but he was too con- 
fident of the powers with which nature 
and ftu ly had furnithed him, to be in any 
degree ‘difcouraged, and he foon at er 
fer to mufic the mafque of Alfred, at the 
inftance of the then Prince of Wales, his 
prefent Majefiy’s father, which wes ree 
prefented on the ft ef Aug gult, 1740, in 
the gardens of Clifden, in commemo- 
ration of the acceffion ot George the 
Firft, and in honour of the birth- 
day of the Princets of Brunfwick ; 
at which performance the prince and 
princeis or Wars, with their whole 
court, were prefent. This ce mpolition 
did its author coniuderable credit. but it 
was his next produétion which fixed the 
baiis of his protetlic onal fame. The mutic 
ot the mat« que ol Cu: vets Is as Intmitab rle 
as the poetry, and wil ferve to unite the 
names @ Milten and Arne fo long as 
harmony is cultivated. To thefe pieces 
fucceeded the opera of Eliza, the ‘opera

} Renany and Virtue; the wufical enj 
te ‘tainnent of Tiwmas and Saliy, the

You Like I:, tue wierchant of Venice, 
the Arcadian Ni iptials, King Arthur, 


the Guardian Oucwitted, and the Pote, 
befides a {ut of hor ff choia conce:r , 
innumerable cantatas, fongs, SRENEN, 
and glees, and the two great prod luctions 
with which he cle‘ed his ingenious la- 
bou s, Cara! ‘acas «nd Eifrida. 

‘Line degree ct Doctor of Mutfic was 
4.2 conferred 
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conferred on our suthor by the Univerfity 
of Oxford, July 6, 17593; on which oc- 
cafion be compoted an admiffion ode. 
In the 26th year of his age, he married 
Milfs Cecilia Young. a pupil ot Gemini- 
ani, and a favourite finger of thote times. 
After having refined his tafte, he placed 
himtelf under the inftruétion of the 
Iearned Dr. Pepufch, and acquired, with 
2ftonifhing celcrity,that profound fcience 
which his works occafionally difplay. 
And by the united aid of this fcience, 
and the gifr of yvesius, he became the 
firft mubcian who placed our claim to 
harmonic excelience on a level with that 
of the Iraltans. 

D+. Arne died the sth of March, 1778, 
aged 68, of a fpafm on his lungs; re- 
taining his faculties to the lati moment 
of his exiitence. With refpeé to his 
religion, he had orginally been inftruct- 
edin che principles or the Romiih church 5 
thefe, however, he had fer many years 
wh liy neglected 5 and, if we may allow 
ourich es to judge from his unrettrained 
mode of life, did not fi.bfitute any bete 
ter. jlowever, in his lait ftave. the dor- 
mnt feeds cf early maxims and preju- 
dies revived in his bofom, and the fond 
delufion of that veligion on which he had 
once been taught to refit, now returned 5 
and a pric was called in, by whom he 
Was awed into repentance, and the fins 
OF a Whole ute, not remaikable for its 
morai purity, who

ily forgiven; and fo 


he fatistied with the holy 
father’s pardon, and fo affured of eter- 
mai happmets. that the ia moments of 
his ite were cheered by an hallelujah, 
funy by humieif. 

Dr. Arne was naturally fond of plea. 
furable eale ; and gaiety and revelry oc- 
cupied mot of the leifure hours of his 
lite ; hence, notwithftanding the number 
and excellence of his publications, he 
died almoti wiuhout property. “The pe- 
culiarity of his genius was an almoft con- 
fiant command of fweetne!s and origi- 
nality cf meiody. The feature of na- 
ture 1s prominent in all his airs; never 
aftcéted, never pedantic, never Vacant, 
they are as remarkabie for the juftnefs of 
their expretfion, as tor their beautiful 
simpucity. XK.

tility. “ For (fay they) if he be fo greata 
philofopher as his advocates pretend, why 
are his writings disfigured by fo many 
ftrange and unintellivible terms, as to 
require a new dictionary in order to be 
underitood ? Js not this a circumftance 
of illomen? Dees it not betray want 
of Jucgment? And how can we typ. 
pofe an author, who is involved in fuch 
obicurity, qualified to enlizhten the 
world ?”’ 

However, from an intimate acquaint- 
ance with KaNt’s writings, I can fafely 
affert, firtt, that he has coined no new 
words 3 that, within che compats of his 
philofophy, only about thirty terms oc- 
cur, which do indeed found fomewhat 
firangely ; butit is to thofe only who are 
unacquainted withthe metephyiical works 
of mecdern times: tecon sly, that thofe 
terms were the only proper ores tha!

Belices, is it not futhcient to know, that 
the chief fiudy of mankind cught to be 
man, or at leat the pr incipal part of man, 
which is the mind? Isat not clear that 
every man of good education and karn- 
ing, while he ranges about in the field 
of external objcéis, and learns to mea-

variable laws of his mental faculties 3 
For it is only by an accurate knowledge 
of thefe laws, that he is enabled to guard

intimate acquaintance with the eternal 
laws of our judging, reafoning, and per-

aerital d Nes and their heurts, 
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mature age, it is found, that fome em. 
ployments and profefiions are more fa 
vourable to fenfibility than others. ana 
that thofe who live in the daily CXercife 
of the kind affeétions which belong to 
domeftic life, commonly difcover a lareee 
portion of this quality, than thofe who 
feclude themfelves trom the world in fo. 
litude and celibacy. 

It is evident, then, that fenfibility ad. 
mits of voluntary diminution or im. 
provement: and 2 quettion of great im. 
portance in moral diicipline ariles, Whe. 
therthis menral habit ihould be refolute! 
reftrained and reprefled, or induftrioufly 
cherithed and ftrenzthened ? 

The current of tafte and opinion feems, 
at pretent, to tend towards the negative 
fide of this quettion. There was a ume, 


» and 


when fentibility was taxen un. er the pa- 
tronage of that powerful arbier of man. 
ners—fafhion. Then, height of breed. 
Ing was meafured by delicacy of feehng; 
and no fine lady, or fine gentleman, was 
afiamed to be feen fighing over a pathee 
tic Rory, or weeping ut a deep-wrought 
tragedy. As cvery thing in fathionaple 
lite haltens to eatremes, the affectation 
of reilsemenr produced a degree of folt- 
nefs, which foon became ridiculous: by 
a fudden ftruke of caprice, the polite 
wort! paticd over to the contrary extreme 
of afivcted infentibility ; and now it is 
become the mode, to confider every ex- 
prefucn of tendernefs as a mark of vul- 
garity ; inthe moit interefting fituations, 
- aireof indiference 1s aflumed ; 
thofe dclicare tints, which the feeling 
heart would {pread over the check of in- 
necence, are concealed ; the inveluntary 
tear ef fympathy, lett it fhould be {een, 
is haftily wiped away; in fhort, nature 
is bavifhed, to introduce, in it’s flead, @ 
rude and vulear kind cf ftoicifm, of which 
Zeno would h&ve been afhamed. 

By a kind of Jeague, which lias hither- 
to not been common, end which ts, cere 
tainly, not very natural, vhiletephy na 
afoctated herfelf with fafhion, to bring 
{enfibility into difrepute. We do not 
often, indeed, from the fages ot the pre- 
feat day, hear the rant of the anc:cnt 
fioic fehsol, concerning the caciutive 
fufficiency of virtue to happineis, and 
the confequent indifference of ailexternal 
circumflances. Weare net told, that M 
wife man will rae his mind above ail 
forcign imprefiions, and wili net fufer 
himie:f tu depend fer anv : artion of his 
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affion is 2 weaknefs which philofophy 
ought to fubduc. The doétrine of this 
hauchty fect is, in appearance, abandon- 
ed; butit is, in truth, only a little lower- 
edin it’s tone. We are itil initructed, 
that though the paffions are a part of our 
contitution, which may, Im the prefent 
fate of things, be of ufe to fiimulate us 
to neceflary exertions, human nature rifes 
in dignity, in proportion as they are re- 
frained; and that, as we advance in 
moral merit, we ihall become fuperior to 
the impulies of appetite and fentiment, 
gad fha!] act upon general principles of 
wiiem, aad a calm conviétion of what 
isright. Every warm attachment, cvery 
tender feeling, the natural offspring of 
unavoidable affociations, is, in the modern 
{v¢em of philofophy, abforbed in an un- 
impatfioned di{pofition to promote the 
general good. The foul, inftcad of ex- 
periencing endlefs varieties of warmth, 
with its perpetual changes of atmo- 
fyhere, is fytte matically brought into one 
unvarying temperature, at the itationary 
point of univerlal benevolence. 

In order move fully to vindicate this 
fvitem, and to juftify that contemptuous 
{neer with which its profeflors are much 
inclined to look dewa upon thofe weak 
ouls who melt in tender fympathy at 
furrows not their own, an appeal is made 
to experience 3 and we are required to 
ovferve the esteéts aétually produced on 
minds caily fulceptible of impreffions, 
by the free indulgence of delicate fen- 
huilities. 

_“Amongft young people, the fafhion- 
able practice of reading novels tends,” 
itis remarked, ** to produce a degree of 
femement rather injurious than ufeful 
in the affairs of life. The admiration of 
hetitious portraits of elegance and per- 
fection creates a diftafte for fuch mode- 
rte attainments as are ordinarily found 
in real charaéters. The falfe delicacy of 
kcytiment expreffed in many of thefe 
tales, encourages an artificial referve 
more likely to damp than to cherifh the 
§enuine affections of nature. Extreme 
leniidility, if real, is pitiable; if pre- 
tended, ridiculous. Who can endure, 
With patience, the weaknefs or the af- 
fettation which fhrieks at the fight of 
@'pider; faints at a drop of blood pro- 
duced by the puncture a needle; and

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the fine arts have been admired, even to 
fatiety, and excellence has loft the charm 
of novelty, the powers of difcrimination 
become faftidious, and the rettlefs fancy 
choofes rather to vex itfelf with attend- 
lug to new defeéts, than to teek a languid 
gratification from contemplating fainiliar 
beauties. Thus a poem, or a picture, 
which, at a lower ttaze of refinement, 
would have atforded delight, rather of- 
fends than pleates the prattifed er.tic, 
or tne connoifleur who is elegans jeator

“ Senfibility, fo much admired as the 
foul of fricndihip, frequently,” it is 
added, degenerates into irritability. 
The tender fympathizing friend is often 
feen to harrafs both hintelf and the ob- 


ject of his affeétion by fulpicions and jea- 


louties excited by caufes altogether ima- 
ginary, or by trifling offences, whofe 
touch could only be perceived by feelings 
irritated even to forenefs, Even the un- 
avoidable agitations of fympathy are fre- 
quently fo over-powering to tender {pi- 
rits, that they are inclined to offer, in 
carneft, a prayer for mdigcrence, and fay,

Carried to its utmoft excefs, this weak- 
nefs produces all the paroxyfms of 
phrenfy, and cven terminates in ‘ullen 
mifanthropy, in movdy melancholy, or 
in raging maduefs.”"— 

The real exiftence of tuefe faéts 13 not 
difputed. Mifchiefs, both Jud:crous and 
ferious, arife, it is acknowledged, from 
morbid fenfibility. But what wife man 
would dry up the fources of a fertilifing 
ftream, becaute its waters may foo etimes 
be muddy, or may overflow its banks ? 
With its natural degree of ‘critability, 
the Senfitive Plant, while it fhrinks at 
the .ouch, ftill lives and flourifhes, and, 
poflibly, derives from the preflure which 
contraéts its Abres, a pleafiny fenfation : 
is it to be wifhed, that the plant were 
deprived of this quality, becaule, with a 
more irritable organization, it might, 
perhaps, on the gentlcft touch, wither 

nd die ? 

° The truth is, that fenfibility, though 
liable, like every thing elfe, to perver- 
fion and abufe, is too natural to man, to 
be reafoned away by the tubtilty of fpe- 
culation ; and too effenrial to his happi- 
nefs, to be a out of the world by 
the dupes of whim and fafhion. ‘ 

Human beings depend, neceffarily, for 

4 X a great 
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a great part of their happinefs on ex- 
ternal objects ; and the very ciience of 
enjoyment is, an agreeable perception of 
impreffions. No man is happy becaute 
he knows atruth, or believes a faét, but 
becaufe he is confcious of a pleafing emo- 
tion. If, therefore, happinefs be the 
ultimate objet of purfuit, it mult be the 
part of wifdom to cherifh fenfibility, 

The value of fenfibility is emmently 
feen in the pleafures of tafte. The fur- 
vey of erandeur and beauty affords va- 
rious de erees of 2 ratification. between the 
finpie perception of relict from the hft- 
Jeffnefs of indifference, and thofe firong 
emetions which rife into delight and 
rapture. Toa mind fufceptible of thete 
pleatfures, Nature exhibits objects of 
ple fing contemplation in endicfs variety ; 
and Art prefents her whole train of ele- 
gant amuiements. Every exccilent pro- 
dcuéton is contemplated by {. ch a mind 
with high delight, and glowing enthu- 
fiat ; for its powers of imagination are 

Attive and ftrong, and feelingly alive 
+ ‘To each fine impulfe. 
Thete pleafures, moreover, admit. of 
great increafe from carly habit, and re- 
peated exercile. The fancy. like every 
other iaculty, mav be inproved in the

acutenets of its perceptions by temperate 
ufe; and fince rature is infinitely diver- 
fiticd in its appearances, and art admits 
of endlefs improvements in its opera- 
tions, the fources of the pleafures of ima- 
ination are incahauftible. An attentive 
obiciver of mature, or an accurate judge 
in the nue arts, will difcover innumera- 
ble beauties which efeape the common

cial intercourfe? Certainly,.the may 
whofe foul is the feat of every tender 
and generous fentiment, and is alive to 
every impulfe of affeétion, The feelins 
heart muft, it is true, often bleed over 
miferies which it wants the power to 
relieve: and the diftreffes of {ympathy 
are, in many cates, equal to thofe of pers 
fonal fuffering. But compaflion is ac. 
companied with a glow of {elf-appro. 
bation—a conicioufnefs of feeling as we 
ought—which ampy compenfates its 
forrows. ‘The tears which a good man 
iheds over a brother in diftrefs are “ pres 
cious drops,” which. while they are re. 
ceived with grateful affection by the ob- 
je& on which they fall, the fympathizing 
mourner himfelf does not with to with- 
hold. If fympathy have forrows of its 
own, it has allo joys, which {lith apathy 
cannot feel. 

In young perfons, the early appear. 
ance of fenfibility is juftly confidered as 
a promifing omen. From the child 
whofe eye gliftens with a tear at a tale of 
‘diftrefs. who refufes unneceffarily to 
crufh the helplefs inieét, and who, from 
a genuine feeling of pity, beftows an une 
prompted and unfolicited alms, we na- 
turally expeét the future expanfion of 
kind affections and generous ientiments, 
in everv relation of fociety. 

With whatever contempt the votary 
of diflipation may affeét to treat this 
quality, its value is univerfally confeffed 
in domeftic life. It is moral fenfibility 
alone which can fupp'y the flame of pa- 
rental affection through all the labours, 
anxieties, and forrows of parental duty. 
It is only this which forms between Dro- 
thers and fitters a bond of union, which 
no fublequent change of ficuation thal! 
be able to diffolve. Nothing, in fine. but 
the charm of moral fentibility can be ot 
power fufficitent to difpel the vapours of 
tretfulnets and fpleen; and, under all the 
cloudy fkies which muft be expeéted im 
the courfe of human life, to make tie 
hours pals cheerfuliy along. 

‘ A portion of this treafure 1s fome- 
times given,” fays one who knew how t0 
touch the finc& chords of the feeling 
heart, “ to the rougheft peafant ho tra 
verfes the bieakef{ mountain. He hnes 
the laccrated lamb of another's flock— 
This moment T behold him leaning with 
his head againft his crook, with piteous 
inclination locking down upon It.—

“ Oh! had I come one moment foone!- 


—it bleeds to death—his gentle heatt 
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bleeds with it. Peace to thee, generous 
fwain! I fee thou walkett off with an- 

-yifh—but thy joys thall balance it; for 
happy is thy cottage, and happy is the 
fharee of it, and happy are the lambs 
which fport about you! 

The valve of fenfibility is beft feen in 

the moft trying fituations. Who would 
not with tor generous tendernefs, as well 
as honour and integrity, in the friend to 
whom he fhould bequeath the important 
charge of guarding the property and 
he innocence, and fupcrintending the 
education, of his orphan children? At 
the moment of diftrefs for the lofs of a 
parent, a wife, or a child, who would 
not preter, as the companion of his for- 
rows, a friend who will kindly fhare 
his gricfs, and echo his fighs, to one 
whole infenfible nature, or whofe cold 
philofophy, would lead him to treat life 
as ajeft, and all its fond attachments as 
childith weakneffes, and who would be 
capable of infulring the filent forrows 
of a wounded heart with unfeafonably 
pleafantry > On the bed of ficknefs, 
what is there, next to confcious inno- 
conce—mens fibt confcta reéti—fo coniola- 
tory as the prefence of a fricnd, whofe 
fenfidvity will prompt him to liften with 
attention to vour * tale of fymptoms,” 
and to prevent your wants by kind af- 
fiduities ? 
_ To fiimulate benevolence—to render 
focial intercourfe interefting and delight- 
tui—to foften afperities of teimper—to 
promote gentlenefs of manners—to ex- 
vite horror and indignation againft favage 
and ferocious practices—to infpire a 
noble energy, and generous ardour, in 
the profecution of philanthropic defigns ; 
fuch are the legitimate offices, the happy 
fruits, of fenfibility. Can it admit ofa 
Gouot, whether it ought.to be cherifhed 
or repreffed ? 

The affe¢tation of fenfibility every one 
mutt detpife 5 it is ridiculous in a woman; 
ia man it is difgufting. The real ha- 
Mt, carried to fuch excefs as to enervate 
the mind, to untit it for laborious and 
pnful duties, and to deprive it of that 
‘eli-command which a moment of dan- 
ec Tequires, is a culpable weaknefs.

‘Se fac mother who was capable 
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of retiring to write a pathetic narrative 
of her dying daughter’s fufferings, at 
the moment when fhe ought to hive been 
performing the laft offices of maternal 
tendernefs, was a contemptible mafs of 
affeétation. But fuch charaéters would 
not exift, to bring fenfibility into dif. 
credit, if, while the heart is doftened by 
frequently prefenting before the ima- 
gination fictitious fcenes of diftrefs, due 
care were taken to enlighten the under- 
ftanding. and to employ the aétive powers 
in offices of humanity and_ kindnefs. 
The beit corrective of the ridiculous fole 
lies of affeétation is a well-inttruéted 
mind : and the fanguid imbecility which 
pallive fympathy tends to produce, can 
only be prevented by the vigorous ex- 
ertions of aétive beneficence. The 
mafculine Genius of Philofophy would 
no longer be afhamed to own Senfibility 
for his fitter, if the would always keep 
in mind the maxim of the good Marcus 
Aurelius—* Neither virtue nor vice con- 
fifts in receiving impretfions, but in action.”

HE late Mr. Robert Robinfon, of 
Chetterton, near Cambridge, was a 
perfon no lets dittinguithed by the origi- 
nality of his genius, than by his attain- 
ments in Knowledge, and the luftre of 
his virtues: few characters in the private 
walks of life more ebtained the eftcem 
and admiration of his friends, or were 
better qualified to fill a fuperior ftation. 
I reckon it a great happinefs of my life 
to have enjoved his friendfhip for many 
years ; and in drawing up the following 
fummary of his character, 1 with to pay 

atr.bure of refpeét to his memory : 
There is a deteription of people, who 
feem tothink thar nothing great can exift, 
but within a particular circle. What- 
ever eminence men may arrive at, in ins 
telle€tual endowiments, they are-fure to 
be reminded of the difadvantages of their 
early years, or of their particular pro- 
fetlions, as though talents were the inhe- 
ritance of the gveat, and fame was the 
“ctendant of family. I have fometiines 
seen led to obferve, shat perfons who 
have the leaft preteniions to boatt of their 
amilies, are ireguently betrayed into 

8 frivolity of conduét : they 

“ Forget the dunghilis where they grew, 
nd think themfelves the Lord knuws who.” 
ee ne certainly laboured, at 
tlemen ae eek uni¢r what thele gen- 
ese she a brs on difadvantages. But 
‘they real diladvantazes; or were

they any other than fuch as may even- 
tually prove the highe ft benetits ? The 
exertions made by men who emerge 
from obtcurity, have formed the vreatet 
characters that ever exilted in fociey3 
and, generally fpeaking, fuch charadicrs 
pofiels a beauty that renders them ina 
high degree amiable and endearing. The 
moft intimate friends of the benevolene 
Mr. Robinfon knew, that a prevailing 
fea ure in his chara¢ter wasan uncommon 
reg sed to the lower orders < f fociety. In 
their company he ufed to fhade his tplen- 
did abilities, and always appeared as 
the friend and companion. This con- 
duct gave him -great advantage in his 
paitoral and political chara¢ter. Na 
man, perhaps, ever excelled him in the 
art of fetting the lower ranks of people 
to refleét, and in infpiring them with lie 
berality and benevolence ; at the fame 
time his philanthropy was fo confpicuous, 
and his addrets. fu infiauating, that peos 
ple of the moit polite and elegant man- 
ners admired his chara¢ter, and imbibed 
his principles. Generaily fpeaking, it 
will be found, that reformers ecxilt a- 
mong people, wu/ius gererts, rather than 
among privileged orders. 

Love of Independence was a qua- 
lity by witch Tir. Robinfon  ttood 
eminently ditinguithed, This di! pons 
tion is reckoned worthy of cenfure, ra. 
ther than praite, by fuch asare proud of 
retainers; and there is a ipecios of 
this temper, thit unquestionably de- 
ferves animadveriion. Ir, under the no- 
tion of indepcidence, micn are too preud 
to receivea civility, or too felifh to con- 
fer one; if they become dead to the fo- 
cial paflions, and infentible to the meric 
of others, they are mit‘anthropes, and 
their love of independence is out a more 
retined deeree of iclothnets. To men 
of fuch charaéters, it may be faid, as it 
was on another occafion : ** take a ladder, 
and go to heaven by yourfeives.” 

Robinton’s love or independence rofe 
out of an calarged liberality of mind, 
and a great fenlibility of temper. He 
poffeffed the focial affeétions In a very 
high degree, and the various duties of 
life were difcharged by him with cnergv 
and ftrictne{s. His mind was formed 
for {peculation, his heart was the feat of 
fympathy. He was « ciffenting mini- 
fier, ranked among the firit oi public 
{peakers, and obtained great popularity 
among all partics of Chriftians. Bue 
his love of independen Ye inclined him not 
to rely entirely on his profeflion for tupe 
port; and in every part ct his life he 

icemed 
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feemed anxious to appear under fome 
charatter, he an that of a mere 
preacher by profetiion. Hlence it was, 
that as he very fox on commenced an au- 
thor, fo, in latter life, he became a 
farmer and Srey cite How tar 
his finances were improved by thcle @- 
cupations, it is unneceflarv to enquire. 
He Was, at leatt, influenced by sene- 
rous mot He never liked to pret

This daring motion was for unit- 
ing all the heads of the forty-eight fec- 
tions of Paris m one council, a meafure 
that would have fuperfeded the force of 
the legiflature itfelt, if not its authority.

Ra, and Mazvuer, and would have been 
aided in its execution by the daring 
Reovsin, who at that time commanded 
2 dody of the arm revelutionaire.

Hebert, Motnora, and Mazuel, were 
toon atter accuted as traitors, imprifon- 
ed, tried, and executed; but Chaumette 
furvived a fhort time longer, as his ene- 
mics thought it fafer to wear away b 
degrees the remaining popular partiality 
for him, before he thould be tiruck at. 
He was taken up, however, on the 26th 
of March, 1794, under a charge of con- 
fpiring, with the foregoing men, againtt 
the government, and guiliotined on the 
: april following, without the 
{mallet effort, on the pardof Robelpierre, 
to fave him. 

He faid, at the place of execution, 
that the revolution had inflamed his ima- 
gination, and at times intoxicated his 
brain, from the too free gratification of 
his vengeance for the perfonal injuries 
he had received. He faid, alfo, that 
three inftances had come to light of his 
ariftocratic and inveterate enemies at- 
tempting his life; and that a detire of 
reprifal, in which he conceived the fafe- 
ty of the commonwealth in a meatfure in- 
volved, mace him feek all occafions for 
arrogating power, but that he never che- 
rifhed an idea of poffefling any perma- 
nent authoritv, not even of a fecondary 
or fubordinate nature.

The duke, on the receipt of a letter, 
eturned a polite anfwer, and begeed a 
few days for inveftigation.

One of them was called 
into the court-vard, while the rufhans 
were bufied in affailinating their victims, 
and a note, containing an order of the 
municipality, tantamount to a reprieve, 
was put into kis hand. After cxamining 
it minutely, he paufed for a few mo- 
ments, and knowing, from circumftances, 
that it was not intended for himfelf, he 
turned round to the meflenger, and ob- 
ferving that there was another abbé of the 
fame name in prifon, he returned with 
a firm ftep, and an unaltered counte- 
nance, to die.

This divertimento opens with a Marche 
Relicievk, fuccecded by an air, in comson 
tive, Which is again relieved by a move- 
ment, Tempo d Allemaid. i 6. maitr, is 
its ftandard fev; but digrefficns into its 
4th A 6, and 13 relative sninor C, are 
given, with peculiar good efteét. and con- 
tribute, together with other unequivocal 
works of fcientilic qualification, to prove 
the author's profeflicnal abilities. The 
terit of the piece runs in that uniform 
even tenor, that, to give ita general good 
charaCter, rather than to enter into any 

articular critictim, appears to us the 

tter mode for tts review ; and, there- 
fore, we content curielyes with pro- 
nouncing it a refpectabie compofition, 
and récommend it as an agreeable and 
Improving exercile for the piano-forte 
practitioner.

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for fome time paft has been produdtive 
of violent diforders of the bowels, he- 
morrhagies, coughs, pleuritic ftirches, 
and a variety of inflammatory complaints; 
emong which, acute rheumatifm, and ca- 
tarrhalinflammation, have been the moft 
prevalent, 

Intermittents have not, this autumn, 
been very numerous. They occur, for 
the moft part, in perfons who have re- 
fided fome time in the neighbourhood of 
marfhes. We mutt not, however, con- 
Oder marsh erlluvia as the univerfal caule 
of intermittcnts, fince it is found that 
perfons conitantly refiding in the moft 
— of the metropolis are fome- 
times affected with them, as happened 
in the two cafes above put down am mit

FRANCE. 


On the 23d of Scptember, Perer pe 
LA LozerR’ made a in the 
council of five hundred, for peace, upoa 
which the order of the day was called for. 
On this occation Botssy p'ANGLas$ 
rofe, and faid, © that though he fun. 
ported the order of the day, he did not 
the lefs approve of the intention of PELET, 
He thought that French liberty would 
triumph over all its enemies; but it was 
of ule to declare to the prople, that the 
war into which they have been drawn 
Was not a war of caprice, but of liberty, 

** Tt was of importance,” he frid, * to 
announce to all Europe the duplicity of 
Pirt, at the moment in which he was 
{oliciting new fubfidies, and deceiving 
the Englith people. That people,” he 
added, * were fincerely defirous of peace, 
but the Englith government continucd 
tourge, *we muft make war becaute 
the French do not wifh for peace ; or be- 
caufe they do not defire it until they have 
defiroyed all the thrones of Europe.” 
Thefe, he obferved, were undoubtedly 
the political principles which had direét- 
ed PeELeEr; nevertheiefs, as the agita- 
tion of the queftion might involve fome 
circumftances injurious to the interetis 
of the republic, he moved the order of 
the day, which was almoft unanimouly 
paffed. 

On the 22d of September, the executive 
direétory difpatched a meflage to the 
council of five‘hundred, purporting, that 
it found it its duty tofubmit tothe coun- 
cil, for its confirmation, a meaiure re- 
{fpeéting the diftribution of proviions to 
the poor of Paris. After recapitulating 
the former arrangements with reipect to 
this neceffary object of police, they add,
